A Convention to be Held in Tallahassee, 
New Ventures for the Farmers. 
sAINRRIDOGR, Ga., January 29.—Creat inter- 
est is taken here in the revival of tobacco cul- 
ture in Florida. Before the war WUecatur 
county was a successful tobacco county. 

The tobacco growers of Madison, Jefferson, 
Leon and Gadsden counties will hold a con- 
ventionin Tallahassee on the 6th of February. 
The purpose of this convention is to form a 
tobacco growers’ association for mfttual benefit 
At the head of the movement 
is United States Marshal Bird, of Florida, 
who owns a fine tobacco plantation in Jeffer- 
son county. To your correspondent he said: 

“On my plantation I have raised Sumatra 
tobacco, which is equal to the best foreign to- 
bacco. I went into tobacco culture from a 
conviction that we needed another money crop, 
and I became satisfied that tobacco could be 
made astapie of this'state. We raige every 
thing necessary to supply the wants of man 
and beast, so far as living is concerned, but 
heretofore we have had to depend on cotfon 
alone for our spending money.

The Desecrated Emblem From Samoa Is at 
the State Departiment. 
From the Washington Post, 

The state department received a curious 
little package, done up in heavy brown paper 
and securely tied with stout twine, bearing the 
official stamp of the United States consulate 
at Apia, Samoa, Saturday, which will likely 
be added to the war relics at the state depart- 
ment library. The package was none other 
than the desecrated remains of the American 
colors which were burned and shot to pieces 
while proudly fluttering in the salt breezes of 
the Pacific, by the German man-of-war, on 
December 21, 1888. The package was ad- 
dressed to Assistant Secretary Rives, and on 
its back were the Samoan postage stamps to 
the value of $1.49, 

M. Rives opened very carefully the package, 
and when the contents were displayed it pre- 
sented a sizht calculated to stir the blood of 
every patriotic American. Long flapping in 
the emotional Pacific breezes had frayed out 
the ends and snapped them into little ribbons 
of red and white, but it was nevertheless a 
goodly flag tolook upon, and the sight of it 
inust have warmed the cockles of inany a wan- 
dering American in that distant semi-barbar.- 
ous clime before it fell to the hand of the law- 
less Germans, who, careless of American rights 
and indifferent to the dignity and majesty of 
the stars and stripes, set fire to the 
building over which it proudly waved. As the 
package containing the flag was unrolled bits 
of charred bunting broke off from the rem- 
nants and fellto the floor in showers, and 
when it was quite unfolded there remained 
nothing but a ragged, ill-shapen fragment of 
red, white and blue bunting, torn by the wind, 
pierced by German bullets and half eaten by 
the hungry flames thet lanped the flagstaif 
above the house it was intended to protect. 

Mr. Rives quickly gathered up the remains 
and carried them to Secretary Bayard for ex- 
amination, after which they were carefully 
locked up in some safe place. The flag will 
probably be sent to congress with the dis- 
patches.

tommittee of the house is divided on the

genuine pleasure that we observe that such 
men as Messrs. Turner, of Georgia; By- 
num, of Indiana; Breckinridge, of Ar- 
kansas, and Wilson, of West Virginia, are 
in favor of recommending an agreement to 
the internal revenue and free list features 
common to the house bill and the senate 
substitute.

It advertised that it had $500,000 authorized 
stock, #100,000 paid up capital, and $5,000 
surplus. But it had only a brief existence. 
Our bankers and business men sniffed 
danger in the air, and kept their eyes open. 
The result is known. The bogus bank was 
turned over to a receiver, and the president 
and the cashier were sent to jail for con- 
tempt of court in failing to turn over any 
asseis. Under the circumstances there was 
= mo other course for the court to take. The 
‘eiver found only sixty cents in cash and 
of loosely kept books as the total as-. 
peis Of an institution which held itself out 
aw the world as having a paid up capital of 
$100,000, and $5,000 surplus. Such a con- 
cern, When it engages in crooked dealings 
with its customers, is clearly a wild cat 
bank, and cannot be suppressed too early or 
too summarily. 

Thre business reputation of a community 
@epends upon the integrity of the men who 
handle the money of others. One commis- 
sion merchant who fails to make returns to 
his patrons injures every other man in his 
line. One banker who defrauds his ecus- 
tomers causes a lack of confidence in the en- 
tire banking system, if he is permitted to go 
on without interference. 

Fortunately, such frauds do not exist 
long in Atlanta. The instinct of self- 
preservation causes our bankers and _ busi- 
mess men to watch them, and sound the 
alarm before there has been any serious 
damage. This is no mushroom town, and 
it is no place for unscrupulous boomers, 
speculators and wild cat banks. Whenever 
one of these nuisances shows its head it 
gets a whack, and somebody takes a trip to 
Canada, or goes behind the bars.

Mr. Edgar Saltus has the Balzac craze. 
He has been led by the critics to believe that 
he resembles the great Frenchman, and this 
is his excuse for turning himself into a 
public sewer. 

When Mr. Saltus wrote ‘‘Tricstem 
Varick’ he outraged every canon of good 
taste and decency. The book was so shock- 
ing and revolting that {t met with a ready 
sale. Encouraged by its success, Mr. 
Saltus has written* another story on the 
same line. All his men are fit only for the 
penitentiary, and his women are just as 
bad. He makes al! lovers libertines, and 
their sweethearts are worthy ofthem. He 
reveals his true character when he makes a 


novel writer who figures in his story say:

A Chicago Argument. 

The other day the Chicago Tribune, in an 
editorial, severely attacked the proposed 
international copyright law. Its arguments 
were of the usual western size and vanity. 

Alluding to the fact that Mr. James 
Bryce’s ‘‘American Commonwealth” is 
copyrighted in this country through colla- 
beration with two American writers, the 
Tribune remarked that this was simply the 
forerunner of a state of things that would 
ensue if the international copyright bill be- 
comes a law; that the American reading 
public would be compelled to buy high- 


| priced English books printed in England, 


and would have no remedy. 

This, however, is precisely the state of 
things that the proposed law specially 
provides against. If there ever was a sound 
argument in favor of an international copy- 
right Jaw, it is the publication of this high- 
priced, English-printed edition of Mr. 
Bryce’s book. The copyright bill now 
pending provides that every book copy- 
righted and published in this country shall 
be printed from type set here, and this 
provision insures cheap books to the public. 
Mr. Bryce’s book is sold for six dollars, 
and this price is unreasonably high, That 
it is so high is due to the fact that the 
author has secured American copyright by 
a trick that would be impossible and un- 
necessary under the proposed law, and to 
the further fact that the book is printed in 
England and imported to this country. 

Under the proposed law, Mr. Bryce 
would secure the property rights in his 
book without resorting to a trick, it would 
be printed from type set by American 
printers, and it would be sold at reasonable 
prices. 

The Chicago argument against the in- 
ternational copyright bill is about as absurd 
as anything we have seen if a long time.

The democratic press of New York is 
engaged at present in making miserable the 
last official days of Secretary of State 
Bayard. : ; * 

The Sun is lecturing him for not an- 
nouncing a definite policy concerning the 
Samoan controversy, and implies that there 
is a woeful lack of backbone in our state 
department as now conducted. It says ‘‘the 
definite policy,’’ which Secretary of the 
Navy Whitney has so earnestly, though to 
no avail, sought Mr. Bayard to decide upon, 
was formulated by Mr. Bayard himself, in 
1886, when it meant nothing to talk in a 
determined way. He then wfdte to Minis-— 
ter Pendleton at Berlin: 

“You will temperately but decflicdly notify the 
German minister for foreign atfairs that we expect 
nothing will be done to impair the rights of the 
United States under existing treaty with Samoa, 
and anticipate fullfilment of solemn assurance 


heretofore and recently given that Germany seeks 
no exclusive control in Saimoa.’’ | 


“Our rights in Samoa rested then, as 
now,’ says the Sun, ‘‘upon a treaty made 
with an independent Samoan government, 
and to overthrow that government was to 
nullify that treaty and violate those rights.”’ 

As it appears that Germany is now try- 
ing todo that very thing, the Sun thinks 
that the secretary of state ought not retreat 
from his position. 

The World declares that “the painful 
lack of backbone on the part of the head of 
the state department in its handling 
of the Samoan problem seems likely to lead 
to a disruption of Mr.-Cleveland’s cabinet. 
Secretary Whitney chafes under the inac- 
tivity of the navy department through lack 
of a policy to enforce for the state depart- 
ment. Secretary Bayard awaiis action by 
congress, consequently nothing is being 
done.”’

His honesty cannot be doubted, but his judgment 
asa statesman and his tact as a politician have 
been put in the last four years to a number of tests, 
with a result that has sadly disappointed expecta- 


tions that have been formed. Before this trial of 
his ability asan administrator Mr. Bayard was a

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


General Boulanger. 


Epitors CoNsTITUTION: Please 
brief biography of General Boulanger. 

Georges-Ernest-Jean-Marie Boulanger, deputy for 
Paris, was born at Rennes, April 29, 1837. In 1856 he 
issued from the military school at St. Cyr, as second 
lieutenant, lieutenant in 1860, captain in 1862,major 
in July, 1870, lieutenant colonel in November, 1870, 
colonel in 1874, brigadier general in 1880, general of 
division in 1884 and minister of war on the 7th of 
January 1886. 

He was wounded at Turbigo in the Italian cam- 
paign of 1859; at the battle of Trai-Dfan, in Cochin 
China. in 1862, and at the sortie of Champigny in 
1870. | 

As minister of war he shone conspicuously both 
as the soldier’s friend and as the impersonation of 
military patriotism. Sosuccessfully did he do this 
that his name and proceedings began to awakena 
lively interest at Berlin, and {careful citizens per- 
ceived that General Boulanger might furnish Prince 
Bismarck with a plausible excuse for official in- 
quiries that would end either in hostilities between 
France and Germany, or entailthe humiliatien of 
the former. ; 

Accordingly it was thought prudent to get rid of 
this inflammatory minister of war, and in order to 
Sees that purpose the chamber defeated the 
cabinet. 

In the ministry that succeeded, General Boulan- 
ger @jd not figure, but was sent to expiate his 
growing popularity at Clermont-Ferrand, where he 
wae nominated to the command of the Thirteenth 
Army corps. Dissatisfied with the humbler role 
thus assigned to him, the general began to con- 
spire for bis own advancement in a surreptitious 
manner. His attempts at secrecy, if genuine, were 
not successful and he was placed under arrest for 
breaches of @ sci; line. 

Acting no doubt w.th the déliberate intention of 
compelling the minister of war to give him his 
freedom by striking him off the active-list, he per- 
sisted in his attitude of insubordination, and 
finally obtained the freedom he desired. He at 
once availed himself of it to wet access to the 
chamber. Addressing the legislature without de- 
lay he cut avery sorry fizsure and resigned his seat; 
and, jJater on, after provoking M. Fiojtvet, the 
president of the council, into fighting a duel, he 
was placed hors de combat for several weeks. The 
duel took place July 19, and on August19, he was 
elected tor the departments of the Somme, Char- 
ente-Inferieure, and Nord. He elected to sit for 
the latter. é 
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Georgia and the Germans. 


The following letter from an intelligent 
German citizen will be read with interest: 
ATLANTA, Ga., January 27, 1889,—Hon. John P. 
Fort—Dear Sir: I read your letter in yesterday's 
CONSTITUTION With a great deal of interest, as it 
gave me many points which I bad net been able to 
gather during the brief stay in this state. I was im- 
pressed, however, atthe moment of my arrival with 
the many advantages afiorded here, beeause of the 
climate, mineral weaith and rich soil. Before] 
read your letter I remarked to a gentleman the 
other day: Couldn’t this be made a great country, if 
my countrymen (the Germans) could be induced to 
come here, like they do in the far west? I pre- 
sume there are causes, however, of which lam. 
ignorant and I should be pleased to be informed in 
the matter. linténd to write it up for the German 
press in districts from whence the larger pertion of 
immigration comes. A idea strnck me, if it would 
not be a wise plan to hold out inducements to peo- 
ple to colon g: here and thus get them started. 
Whether the soil and climate are indigenous to the 
mode of German farming, I do not know. I have 
spent the greater part of my life i1n this country, 
and draw my conclusions from observation in my 
travels. It seems, however, that German frugality. 
orseverance and economy will thrive anywhere,

FOREMAN FOX TALKS, 


AND UPHOLDS THE ACTION OF THE 
GRAND JURY IN CENSURING 


THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


He Joins Issues With Mr. Hunnicutt—-Doctor Fox 
Shows Up the True Inwardness of the Tax 
Collector's Office—If the County Commissioners 
Had Done Their Duty There Would Have Reen 
no Shortage—He Says the County Commissioners 

_Knew Nothing of the Troubi> Until the Grand 
Jury Notified Them—Be Replies to Every Point 
Which Mr. Hunnicutt Made. 


Dr. Amos Fox has been foreman of the 
grand jury many times since the war and has 
therefore had considerable experience in the 
position. 

Dr. Fox has the honor to be foreman of the 
grand jury whose presentments have created 
so much interest throughout the city. 

Dr. Fox was asked yesterday if he had read 
the interview in yesterday’s CoNSTITUTION 
with Chairman Hunnicutt, of the county com- 
mission, having referece to the censure of the 
commission by the grand jury. 

“Yes, sir,” replied the-doctor, “and with all 
due deference to Mr. Hunnicutt, L think that 
he put up a weak-defense. The presentments 
of the grand jury in relation to the county 
commission were 

BY NO MEANS PREMATURE 
but were made after careful consideration 
based upon the reports of competent commit- 
tees of the grand jury appointed to look into 
the affairs of the county. 

“Mr. Hunnicutt says that if he had been 
invited to go before the grand jury he could 
have told the whole story and saved us the 
regret of censuring the commission. The 
truth is that_Mr. Hunnieutt was sent for 
to come before the grand jury four different 
times while we were investigating the affairs 
of the tax collector’s office. He was asked 
about Mr. Wilson’s bond and questioned as to 
the propriety of the county commission ac- 
cepting as security property outside the 
county. He said that the commission had in- 
vestigated about a certain ‘4,000 acres near 
Fairburn, Campbell county, anf were satisfied 
that it was good security. He was asked if 
the tax collector had been required by the 
commission to make final settlement at the 
end of the year as the state required him to 
do. He said that the coimmission had not re- 
quired him to doso. Mr. Hunnicutt stated to 
the grand jury that he regretted very much 
to find the tax coilector’s office in such bad’ 
condition. As a matter of fact the county 
commission had no information to act on in 
the matter of Mr. Wilson’s shortage utit the 
grand jary began investigating and reported ° 
the shortage to them. 

“When Mr. Wilson was summoned before 
the grand jury and asked how much money he 
had in bank which he could check on at once, 
he said $20,500, and that it was in the Mer- 
chants’ bank. The grand jury sent for Mr. 
Robert Farrar, the cashier of that bank, and 
he stated that Mr. Wilson 

HAD ONLY $1,500 TO HIS CREDIT, 

which had been collected that very day, Mr. 
Wilson gaye Treasurer Vayne a check for 
$5,000 for the payment of back taxes 
and said that the money was in 
the Merchants’ bank, but requested him 
to hold up the check, The grand jury directed 
Mr. Payne to present the check to the bank, 
and the cashier indorsed en the back that Mr. 
Wilson had no funds in the bauk. It was 
discovered, too, that the $20,500 had been ap- 
plied to the payment of shortage on back 
taxes. I mention these things to show that 
they were all done through the grand jury,and 
the county commissioners knew nothing about 
them until they were reported to them by the 
grand jury.” . : 

Doctor Fox continued: “Now the county 
commissioners are the custodians of the 
funds of the county. They are called the 
commissioners of roads and revenues 
The largest amount of money which the 
county receives comes from the tax collector. 
It is pretty clear, therefore, that it is the duty 
of the county commissioners to keep posted as 
to the condition of the tax collector’s oflice. 
It is their duty to see that he does his duty—to 
see that he 

MAKES WEEKLY SETTLEMENTS 
with the treasurer, and that whenever he col- 
lects as much as $3,000 that he pays itin at 
once—for this is the law. Now, if the county 
commissioners did not neglect their duty, how 
does it happen than the state and county short- 
age of Mr. Wilson foots up $30,000? 

“Mr. Hunnicutt says that the county short- 
age is only $14,000. Weil, suppose it is, thatis 
no anwser to the presentment of the grand jury 
that the state and county are #20,0000ut. Nei- 
ther is it an answer to say that the county will 
get her money back. The point is, thatif the 
county commissioners had done their duty, 
the ! ; 

SHORTAGE COULD NOT HAVE OCCUREED, 
“The county may retrieve her loss, but we 
are not told how much the state will lose. Mr. 
Hunnicutt is silent on that point.” 

“Mr. Hunnicutt says that only about $15,000 
was borrowed by the county commissioners. 
In reply it may be stated that the county 
treasurer’s report put the loams at $24,304.46, 
and that is where the grand jury got its infor- 
mation.”’ : 

THE NANCE’S CREEK BRIDGE, 

“Mr. Hunnicutt says that a bridge is being 
built over Nance’s creek. ‘That may be true— 
but it was recommended to the county comimis~ 
sion by a competent committee of the grand 
jury which travelled over the county about 100 
miles in five days looking into the condition of 
things. It isa little singular that the county 
commission never thought oftne need of a 
bridge over that creek until they read the re- 
port of the grand jury comuiittee. 

“The county commissioners were notified 
last October of the condition of the Jonesboro 
road.

You see, they are in for 
contempt ef court,and the contempt consists 
in their refusal to produce the assets and 
of the cencern, as to give any explanation con- 
cerning them. ina case of this sort the mat- 
ter rests entirely within the discretion of the 
court.” 

Messrs. Abbot & Smith were seen and they 
said: 

“The act of contempt with which they are 
charged is of such a nature that the matter is 
very properly ioft entirely with the discretion 
of the court as to how long thev shai! 
be kept in confinement. Some lawyers 
have argued today that the court would have 
to resentence them overy twenty days, but this 
is not true in cases of this kind.’’

During the pleasure of the court. 

They cannot be removeilon a writ of habeas 
Corpus. 

There ix no power in the land that can touch 
them until the court sces fit to relieve them. 

A CASE IN POINT. 

Hfere is 4 case in point, found by referring to 
a volume of sapreme court reports, where a 
similar contingency arose. In tho case of 
James Morris vs. Jacob L. Cobb, in Rando!ph 
county, Emerson was appointed receiver by 
Judee Jolin T. Clarke, and Cobb was ordered 
to turn over the assets, in the shape of cotton, 
promissory notes and negroes, to the receiver. 

Heo refused to doso, and on September 2, 1864, 
Cobb Wis ord jail for 
content. On January 2d, 1865, four 
months afterwards, he was released ona writ 
of hobeas corpus, the defense setting up that 
the court transeended tts authority in Keeping 
him in custody on several grounds. One was 
that he could not be legally detained bevond 
the limit of twenty days 
- The supreme court held that in such eases 
the intent of the law wasclearly to preyent 
the party enjoined from being allowed an op- 

tunity tomake way with the funds in his 

ands, and that the inmiprisonment should not 
be limited to the same extent thata mere 
breach of behavior in the presenceof the court 
might be, and that the term of imprisonment 
shouid be within the discretion of the court. 

The decision of the lower court was afiirmed. 

In the eventthat on hearing the case today 
the injunction should be dissolved and the pe- 
tition for arecetver be denied there woukd arise 
aknotty problem. In the jirst instance they 
wonld still be in contempt, but the cause being 
removed would not the contempt be purged? 
This is a question for the lawyers.

He handled a good deal 
of stock and bond business for some of the 
leading business men of the city. 

When the Georgia Improvement company 
was organized, he took a big block of the stock. 
He dealt largely in this stock, holding, it 1s 
said, as high as $40,000 of itatatime. He 
was successful in his manipulations of this at 
times, making quite a reputation as a shrewd 
financier, one day bearing the market, the 
next day onthe other side. But he seems to 
have attempted to carry more of this stock than 
his capital warranted, and the calls for pay- 
ment of the too frequent installments resulted 
in his being pushed to the wall. Just how 
much he lost in this is not known, but it is be- 
lieved to have been a considerable sum. 

It was some time in 1887 that the Atlanta 
Mercantile company was organized, with Mr. 
Tolleson as president. This vas organized, it 
is believed, for the purpose of adding the col- 
lection feature to the business. There was 
continual working between the Tolleson Coi- 
mission company andthe Atlanta Mercantile 
company until July, 1887, when the Tolleson 
Commission company failed. 

In the latter part of 1587 Mr. Tolleson became 
identified with the Atlanta Talc and Soapstone 
Mining and Mauufacturing company, of which 
he was and is secretary and treasurer. He 
drew a salary from this company and is.believed 
to have practical control of the stock. Shortly 
after he went inthe company its capital stock 
was increased—five for one, it is said—and the 
company’s product was widely advertised. 
The belief is general among business men that 
this tale property is valuable, 

Then, in November, as has been stated in 
Fue Constitution, the Mercantile Banking 
company was organized. The capital stock 
and surplus of this company was, according to 
Mr. Tolleson’s statement, paid up-«in bonds 
and stocks, ; 

A well-known banker, whois by the way, a 
probable loser by Mr. Tolleson,said yesterday : 
“T regard Tolleson the shrewdest business 
man, andin any kind of business, that I have 
ever met. In all his transactions he has had 
good legal adviceand with the exception of 
this last break, I doubt if there is anything 
upon which he could be fcaught.’’ 

“The business he did during the past few 
weeks,’’ said another, ‘‘was really wonderfully 
great. I have known him to get 

one mail as much as 
$12,000 in collections, and they came frem al 
over the country—from San Francisco to New 
York.” 

There are afloat many stories of Mr. Tolle- 
son’s pera diag are all laid at his 
door, though done in the name of his com- 
pany—and most of them are decidedly un- 
favorable to Mr. Tolleson. 

All who have had business with him, know 
of his shrewd business capacity and most of 
them have something to say of his rather 
questionable reputation for strict honor in his 
dealings. 

Mr. Tolleson has a young wife and family, 
and lives on Rawson street. His wife was a 
Miss Cox, whose home was near Marietta. 

Of Mr. Richards, the cashier, but little is 
known here. He has been with Mr. Tolleson 
since December, 1888. The general belief is 
that Mr. Richards is innocent of any wrong- 
doing, or, if not innocent, anything he has 
done has been done at Mr. Tolleson’s instance, 
justas Mr. Tolleson stated.

THE MAN HAS THE CHANCE OF A 
NAPOLEON, 


BUT WILL HE GRASP IT? 


A Prominent French Citizen of Atlanta Expresses 
Some Very Interesting Views Upon the Recent 
Elections in France—This is Considered by 
Many a Crisis in French Affairs —Boulanger’s 
Election is Due to the War Spirit Which Seems 
to be Strongest. 


“Vive Boulanger!” 

It is time to stop now and ask what it 
means. Boulanger has captured Paris, and 
Paris is France. 

“What does it mean ?"’ 

The question was asked of Dr. Van Goidts- 
noven last evening at his home on Washing- 
ton street. 

“What does it mean?’ he repeated. 
could tell you more if I knew Boulanger. In 
France the leaders of men make politics. In 
this country politics makes men, and leaders | 
have little or no individuality.” 

‘But in a general way——”’ 

“It means war. To put it exactly, Boulan- 
ger’s election was due to the war spirit and 
his own popularity.” 

‘Does it fhean a change of government 

“No. All classes are supporting Boulanger 
and Boulanger is for a republic. Bourbonists 
and Orleanists, represented by the/Comte de 
Paris, supported Boulanger. The clergy, 
Catholic and Protestant, supported him. The 
Bonapartists, represented by Victor, the son 
of Jerome Bonaparte, are supporting Boulan- 
ger. DeLesseps is with him and even the 
communists and Louisa Michel—the woman 
of Paris. 

‘They all expect a war, sooner or later, and 
are looking fora leader. He is the only one 
since the Franco-German,war that was com- 
petent te lead. 

“The Bourbons hope for war and an_ after- 
monarchy. French defeat would help rather 
than injure them. Why? Because all Europe 
is afraid of the republic and the Bourbons are 
the old kings. After Waterloo the European 
nations combined to make France a monarchy 
and the foreign bayonets made Louis XVIII, 
king. They hope for war. They can’t expect 
nothing from the republic. 

‘*‘The-Bonapartists'are weak in France, but 
the soldiers still love the names of 
the Great Napoleon. Victor Napoleon 
and the Bonapartist house would be stronger 
in war than it can expect to be in peace. 

‘They all look forward to another Franco- 
German war, and this time with Boulanger as 
the head of the army.”’ 

“After the war’’’ 

“Defeat would ruin Boulanger, but you 
must know him to tell what would happen if 
France were yictorious. Maybe you couldn’t 
tell even then. 

‘The last time I was in France was in 1878 
when I was, by appointment of Governor Col- 
quitt, commissioner of Georgia to the Paris 
exposition. McMahon was president then and 
Boulanger unheard of. The first time I ever 
heard of him was in 1882, when he represented 
France at the Yorktown centennial. Since 
then he has been general and minister of war 
and has become a hero.’’ 

‘Do you regard him as a canable man ?”’ 

“Heis a wonderful man. He reorganized 
the army and made itone of the most effective, 
if not the most effective, in all Europe. It was 
simply miraculous. Dismissed from the army, 
he has shown himself astatesman and a con- 
summate politician. He is a wonderful man— 
a man of the times, a Napoleon of today.”’ 

“Tf there shouldd’t be a war—”’ 

“But, there will be one.”’ 

‘"Well, suppose France is defeated agatn ?’’ 

“Tt won’t be—but then the Comte de Paris 
would be king of France.” 

‘‘And if France is victorious ?”’ 

“Then it is all with Boulanger. He will 
never be king, because if the people are entirely 
free in their choice, as they should be in 
case 6of~=«6Cvictory, they will never have 
akingdom. Ifthe republic lives he will be 
president and the country be more democratic 
than ever. One great trouble now is that the 
government is not really democratic. If Bou- 
langer led the French army tojvictory he could 
be a Napoleon if he wished, butthe people at 
heart are for arepublic. To keep them satis- 
fied under an empire or dictatorship, he must 
keep them at warand keep himself at the 
head of the army. 

‘*No, the republie 1s best and best for Bou- 
langer. He knows that. Some day he will be 
president of the republic.”’

We, the grand jury, will welcome the further 
appropriations looking toward giving the children 
of the country schools six months’ teaching in each 

ear, instead of three months, at we bow haye, or 
the four months provided for 1889, 

THE STATE CONVICTS. 

In regard to the state convicts the grand jury 
reports: 

tive committee from the grand jury and citizens 
visited the state convict camp of the Chattaboochee 
Brick company. [t was found in admirable condition, 
Everything looks clean and healthy; their sieeping 
apartments are well ventilated, and well provided 
with stoves for heating purposes in cold weather. 
We tnspected their hospital thoroughly and con- 
sider it a credit to the company. We found the 

wisoners in a healthy condition, not more tha 
hree or four at all unwell, and none seriously sick. 
We inspected the tood of the prisoners vesy care- 
ully and found it well cooked and of good qual. 
ty and quantity, which consisted of -good corn- 
bread, fresh beef and vegetables obtained fresh from 
their own garden. We conversed freely with the 
prisoners and jound them as contented as mankind 
cai be when deprived of thcirfreedom. They have 
eighty-five inclesand twenty-five females at this 
camp. The committee unanimously recommen dicd 
to his excellency, Governor J. B. Gordon, to cxtend 
executive clemency to G. D. Grant and Alexander 
eMilen, who are now full trusties and have be- 
haved well during their iniprisonment,’ 
UNITED STATES PRISONERS, 

The investigation of the United States pris- 
oners’ quarters was pretty thorough, and the 
roport reads: 

We find the juarters of the United States prisoners 
In the yard ina very dilapidated. and poor condi- 
lion, and recommend that they be thoroughly over- 
hauled and repaired atonce. We alsothink straw 
should be provided for this class of prisoners for 
bedding. ‘The kitchen wefindin avery neat and 
cleanly condition, but there is complaint of short 
rations, there being but two mea!s 
served a day, and this complaint - 
is general among the United States prisoners con- 
fined for breach of the revenue laws. We find the 
jail terribly overcrowded, and recommend an addi- 
tion al ovuce be made which would at least double 
its present capacity. We would especialiy recom- 
Mend and urge upon our county commissioners 
the necessity of making some arrangements by 
which the minors can be confined in separate 

uarters from the older criminals. We think this 

10uld be donc at once. We find the treads to the 
gtep leading up tothe my tier of cells, also pas- 
sace way in front very badly wora, and we think 
they should be renewed at once. Many of the 
yanks are very thin,and is one worn through, leay- 
ng a good sized-hole. 
GAMBLERS. SCARCE. 

They were gratified at the scarcity of gamb- 
lers. . 

“We congratulate the county in the absence toa 
very large degree of piaces where faro dealing, 
gambling with cards or dice, or pool playing is car- 
Fi. don formoney. Our county and city is particu- 
larly {ree from it, and we have great cause to thank 
our police and olficers of the county for this exemp- 
tlon.’’, 

RAIL BONDS, 

Messrs. Parkhurst aud Ware make some per- 
tinent suggestions in regard to bail bond cases 
in their reports: 

“We have examined quite a number of bonds 
taken in bali cases, and have to report that the most 
ef them exhibited to us are utterly worthless. 

In many of the cases the names of the securities 
@o not appenr on the digest of tax returns, and the 
frequency with which some names appear as secu- 
ritics lcads to the conclusion they are engaged in it 
as a business, 

This isamatter for the earnest consideration of 

our honorabie body. Itis readily seen tbat ifa 
person can commit a crime and gain liberty by giv- 

ng & worthless bond, it isan easy matter to escape 

punishment by simply leaving the county. The 
pecurity loses nothing, as in that kind of a case he 
is generally judgment proof. 

This branch of the presenfments—that is 
the report of the special baaieaia-aseinn 
that the county has no right to pay the ex- 
penses of committees of grand jurors and citi- 
zens Who have inspected the convict camps of 
the state, and recommends that the county 
recover from the state the amounts so paid, 

THE TAX RECEIVER'S OFFICE 
ds treated of as follows:
